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Fish Street. This picturesque view of one of Shrews¬ 
bury’s oldest thoroughfares is an excellent example of the 


many quaint streets with which this interesting old city 
abounds. The tower shown in the picture belongs to the 
church of St. Alkmund, said to have been founded 
in 912 by Ethelfleda, daughter of Alfred the Great. The 
tower and spire are the only portions remaining of the 
original structure. 
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
